Awaiting Report. 

St. Petersburg. Oet. 28.-2 p.m.—Again 
at noon' to-day the admiralty announced 
that Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky’s report 
had not yet arrived, but the British em¬ 
bassy has been assures] that it is on its 
way . here. Therefore the long-waited 
Russian version of the North Sea inci¬ 
dent. upon which the future artion of 
Great Britain depends, cannot be much 
longer delayed. The admiralty does not 
offer any explanation of how the report 
is cbming, but it may have been mailed 
at Cherbourg, ns intimated in these dis¬ 
patches last night, although it is possible' 
that one of the torpedo boats wldefi sail¬ 
ed from Cherbourg may have been sent 
to secure it. 

Oapt. Calthorpe, the British naval at¬ 
tache, was at the admiralty again to-day 
in full uniform in quest of information 
os to when the report could be expected. 
It is evident from the vigor with which- 
the British embassy, is pressing its in¬ 
quiries that it is not the intention of the 
British government to await it indefinite¬ 
ly. and that on Phe contrary anything in 
the nature of unreasonable delay will oc¬ 
casion new representations. 

However, the admiralty’s statement 
conveyed to Ambassador" Hardinge to¬ 
day is regarded as reassuring, and alto¬ 
gether the situation is considered to have 
entered on a distinctly better phase, 
though the acute stage cannot be regard¬ 
ed ns having passed until the character 
of the Russian explanation is revealed 
and the British demands, which will fol¬ 
low. are presented. 

If upon receipt of Admiral Rejestven- 
sky’s reply. the Russian government in 
communicating its explanation voluntari¬ 
ly announces that a searching inquiry 
will be made m order to fix the responsi¬ 
bility, ami that the offenders will be 
punished. it is not thought that Great 
Britain can reasonably demand more, In¬ 
asmuch as Emperor Nicholas himself has 
offered an apology for the unfortunate 
nffair, and has given assurances that the 
victims will receive the fullest compen¬ 
sation. 

The admiralty hrts dispatch a swift 
ship from Vigo to ascertain whether any 
British fishermen are off the Spanish 
coast, and to warn Rojestvensky. 

The semi-official Journal de St. Peters¬ 
burg has opened a subscription for the 
families of the British fishermen killed 
by the guns of the second Pacific squad¬ 
ron. The paper opens the list with a 
contribution of $25. 

The first harsh notes sounded by the 
press in connection with the affair are 
found in the Russ, which declares to-day 
that the British government, knowing the 
serious problem of self-preservation con¬ 
fronting the Russian fleet, should have 
taken the precaution of warning the 
trawlers’ fleet against getting in the way 
of the warships. The Russ adds f it has 
reason to believe “certain other vessels” 
suffered with the fishing fleet, about 
whose fate nothing will be said in Eng¬ 
land. 

Fired on Danish Boat’. 

New York. Oct. 28.—A apecial dispatch 
to the Sun from Copenhagen snye naval 
officers there say that the fears of the 
Russian officers while in Danish waters 
were ridiculous. They fired at a Danish 
torpedo boat while going through the 
strajts, and only missed her through bad 
marksmanship. 

Japanese Press View. 

Tokio, Oct. 28.-8 a.m.—The Nichi 
Nicbi, in commenting upon the sinking of 
the trawler Crane in the North Sea, says 
that the action Is beyoud the capacity of 
comprehension of the ordinary sane mind. 

“The vessels attacked,” the paper con¬ 
tinues, “were harmless fishing boats be¬ 
longing to a neutral power, and to in¬ 
dulge in such a flagrant violation of ln- 
terantional usage is only possible with 
one holding nothing In common with 
civilised people.

44 I admit Hi at on the occasion referred 
to Oul. Prior did present certain matters 
relating to British Columbia for the con¬ 
sideration of the government, but I as¬ 
sert (.hat Sir Wilfrid Laurier gave them 
respectful consideration in his reply to 
Col. Prior, and thut the grievances of 
whljjh Col. Prior complaiued hav.e been 
remedied, and the claims which he made 
on behalf of the province have with a 
few minor exceptions been recognised 
I ami met'.” 

Now, continued Mr. Lugrin, wbat waa 
the meaning of better terms? It meant 
a reconsideration of the financial rela¬ 
tions between the I>ominion government 
and the province, and not appropriations 
of money from year to year. He then 
read from Sir Hubert's manifesto: 

“On the question of better terms, dele¬ 
gation after delegation has gone to Ot¬ 
tawa without results. Commissions have 
been apiMiinted to placate and delude the 
workingmen on oil sorts of subjects; but 
no enquiry, departmental or otherwise, 
has Is*eii even promised iuto our financial 
relations a ml conditions. 

• f In 1000 (July 7th) Colonel Prior call¬ 
ed attention of parliament fo British 
Columbia grievances, showing the rev¬ 
enue received and the eoinparatively 
small amount paid back. He quoted the 
British Columbia Board of Trade, 
March, 1900, to the same effect. No at¬ 
tention was paid to his appeal by the 
Prime Minister. 

Again, 1901. on April 30th, Colonel 
Prior went fully into the grievances of 
British Columbia aud concluded as fol¬ 
lows: 

” ‘I think we have about got to the end 
of our tether in the exercise of patience. 
If this government will do justice to Bri¬ 
tish Colummn in the manner I have indi¬ 
cated the government will find that they

It was a cruel jeer anil an unfair jibe 
when it was remembered that since 1890 
the government of Canada had taken ouf 
1 of this province $14,900,000 more than 
the province had received from the Dom¬ 
inion, aud the action of Sir Wilfrid 
Laarier was adding insalt to injury. 

Sir Hibbert again paid his respects to 
Mr. Lugrin for charging mm with using 
misstatements, aud said that such a 
charge was a contemptible one. He 
made some of his characteristic allusions 
to Mr. Lugriu's connection with the Col¬ 
onist, apd quoted from an issue of that 
paper in 1899, in which the writer wrote 
strongly in favor of better terms. But 
the injury was greater now than then, 
and the Conservatives were asking how 
long this province should suffer as it had. 
His statements that the National Trans¬

Col. Trior was elected. Tho contract when submitted to the 
House showed that Victoria was not the terminus of the railway, and 
that no contract had been signed by Mackenzie & Mann. 

Col. Prior was challenged to resign, as he had pledged his word 
that he would. He declined to do so, but sent his resignation to the 
members of his committee to be made public if they deemed fit. 

He continued to hold office until tho revelations in connection 
with the Chimney Creek affair competed the Lieut.-Governor to dis¬ 
miss him. 

On November 3rd the people of Victoria, whom he so grossly de¬ 
ceived, will have their first opportunity to register their disapproba¬ 
tion of his act.

Capt. Wolley was the first speaker. lie 
outlined the three planks of the Conser¬ 
vative platform as expounded by him, 
namely, better terms, government owner- j 
ship of the transcontinental railway and ' 
reform in the Yukon administration.

From Col. Prior’# speech, March 5th, 1902: "The contract would 
soon be plaoed before the public, as Mr. Greenshieflds had wired that 
he would arrive here to-morrow ■ight,’* • 

From CoL Prior’s speech, March 3th, 1902: “Mr. GreenshieMs 
had brought the necessary contracts from Toronto, and by to-morrow 
afternoon the E.&N, would be in the possession of Mackenzie &. 
Mann.” 

At a public meeting on March 4th, the following dialogue took 
place: m"* 

Mr. McPliillips—I understand, Col. Prior, that on the faith of the 
contract shown to you, you decided to enter this government. 

Col. Frior—Certainly, l said so. 

Mr, McPhillips—In that contract, os I understand it, there is a 
provision that the building of the road is only to be built contingent 
upon aid from the Dominion government? 

Cod. Prior—No? that is not the case.

OoL Prior—Certainly. (Loud cheers.) 

On March 8th CoL Prior said: “The latter part of clause 18 had 
been cut out on the representation of the government, and in its 
placo a clause bad beeu inserted stipulating that the contractors 
should start work three months after they had obtained assurance of 
assistance from the Dominion government” 

On Monday, March 10th, A. E. McPhillips addressed CoL Prior 
an open letter, as follows: 

“Dear CoL Prior:—You will of course remember my putting a 
question to yon on Monday etenlng at the Victoria theatre, that if 
It wta stated in the contract with the Canada Northern Railway 
Company that construction of the railway depended on Dominion as¬ 
sistance, would you retire? Your answer waa ‘Certainly.’ 

“You stated at your meeting at the same place on Saturday night 
such a condition was now contained in the contract, but up to the 
present time I have had no intimation that you have retired from 
the contest. 

“I cannot believe that a pledge given by you under such con¬ 
ditions will be broken. I can only believe that it will be adhered to, 
and at any moment I expect to be advised that you no longer con¬ 
tinue in the contest. 

“If I might be permitted to advise you in any way it seems to 
me that now is your opportunity to Tetreat from a position so abso¬ 
lutely untenable that nothing but a signal defeat awaits you.

A NATIONAL ROAD. 

“When the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific propositiou first came up it 
provided for a railway ^ora 
North Bay, Ont., to the Pacific 
Ocean. The government wns 
asked for a large bonus, both in 
cash and in land. We. however, 
refused to eutertaiu the proposi¬ 
tion for two reasons. We ob¬ 
jected to the method of assistance 
proposed, especially that rela- 
ing to the land grant. The 
Grand Trunk, as you are all 
aware, utilises Portland. Maine, 
as its winter port. Well, we 
were determined then aa we are 
now, that when the construction 
of another transcontinental rail¬ 
way should be undertaken the 
road should extend on Canadian 
soil from the Atlantic to the Pa¬ 
cific. We adopted that policy, 
not because of any unfriendliness 
towards the United 1 States, but 
because we owed it to our na¬ 
tional dignity, and great destiny, 
to effect the transportation of 
Canadian freights on Canadian 
soil from tidewater to tidewater. 
We notified the Grand Trunk 
that no assistance would be given 
them' unless that fundamental 
idea was observed. Involving os 
jt did the use of Canadian ports 
iu wiuter as well. We spent two 
years of negotiation, labor, de¬ 
viate and legislation. No time, 
however, has been lost, consider¬ 
ing the magnitude of the task, 
and the necessity of arranging 
the numerous Retails. The con¬ 
tract has been signed and rati¬ 
fied. and now every detail Is open 
to Inspection by the people. The 
people of Canada are asked to 
decide a momentous question. 
The question before them is 
simply this: Shall this con¬ 
tract be carried out. or shall Mr. 
Borden, the opposition leader, 
and his associates be given auth¬ 
ority to tear it up? That in ef¬ 
fect Is one of the main issues, if 
not the vital issue of the cam¬ 
paign."—Hon. Clifford 8 lfton. ot 
Winnipeg, October 10th.

When I left Pekin for'the frontier 
of Siberia I followed the same track that 
Jenghis KhMI laid down when he swept 
with his invading horde into and w over 
China. Later on 1 followed for a short 
■way the track that the son of the great 
pagan leader took when with his yellow 
barbarians at his heels he overran Rus¬ 
sia and laid Poland and Hungary waste

Tlie correspondent of the London 
Daily News writing from Moscow says: 

Lieut. Kusminaky has given a Russian 
•correspondent the following vivid account 
of his experience* during the counter-at¬ 
tack on roe Motieu-ling Pass: 

“Thin wn* my first fight, and such 
wmd its horrors that nt one time I 
hoped that a merciful bullet would make 
it my last. We set out in a thick mist, 
the junior officers having no idea of the 
object of the movement, whether to re¬ 
occupy flie pass immediately or to make 
the enemy disclose their strength. If fhe 
latter wm* our object it succeeded only 
too well. 

“Ahe mist was so thick that even in 
daylight we could not have seen the road 
a dozen yards ahead; -before dtuvn there 
was no road visible nt all. .Soon, how 
ever, it made no difference, for our bat¬ 
talion w ag o r de red to leave the road, and, 
under the guid* of ft CLmhvc, march np 
the path cud surprise the Japanese iu 
flank. 

“The first Jnpnnose withdrew without 
even firing. Tlu n the mist blew off, and 
along tne hillside above us we saw 
Japanese artillery, and trenches full of 
their infantry. . . As our men em¬ 

erged from u gully they fired, knocking 
over a dozen. 1 hen we deployed and at¬ 
tempted to rush the slope. 

“Wo got halfway up without suffering 
serious loss. Then the Japanese fire be¬ 
came effective, and a trench on our right 
was suddenly revealed by a blaze of fir¬ 
ing which knocked over nearly the whole 
•of our first rank. I was some way be¬ 
hind, hut in the dim light I could seethe 
str ange effect’ of the fire, the men tumbl¬ 
ing backward one after another like a 
onrd building. Then a man .beside tne 
shrieked, staggered twice, and. falling 
forward, impaled himself on his bayonet. 
The soldier behind him 

• Marched on Doggedly. 

setting his foot oa his fallen comrade's 

•arm. 

“I saw nothing more, but then, for tlie 
first film*, felt the jlesire to rush on and 
bfc at the enemy regard-less of*results. In 
ten minutes a swearing, howling, feroci¬ 
ous mass of our men tumbled over into 
the Japanese trenches. Jabbed at with 
a bayonet from one side. I felt maddened, 
and fired with my revolver hito a set. 
.yellow face standing out grimly before 
me. The figure trembled, and then I 
eaw with horror that the man had previ¬ 
ously been killed, and was really lying 
against the back of the trench. 

“N une of our men in fhoir eagerness 
jumped clean over the trench, and one, 
amazed to see no enemy before him. 
stood confusedly while n Japanese coolly 
thrust hia bayonet in up to the hilt. 

“Another standing in bravado upon a 
3iUddled heap of Japs and Russians, held 
his rofle by the muzzle, and swung the 
fitock round and round among the crowd¬ 
ed Japs. The rifle Hew from his baud 
nml struck one of his comrades, knocking 
hint insensible. 

“Th« Japs defended themselves des¬ 
perately. Not one opened his mouth, and 
among our swearing, defiant gianls. the 
general silence seemed ominous and ter¬ 
rible. All the time our men kept crowd¬ 
ing into the french, ami in the dim light 
ond general confusion how many were 
killed by foes, how many by friends.

It was horrible to hear th6 threats and 
Taunting of.our men mingling with pious 
‘With God' which each successive rank 
shouted an it hurled itself over the 
trench. 

“The position was won. A hideous 
butchery ensued of tlie surviving Japs, 
who, disdaining alike flight and sur¬ 
render, crouched stolidly while our men 
tumbled over them, kicking in their faces, 
braining them with their rifle-butts, or 
running them through. One of our non- 
com missioned officers, a big Ukrainian 
unmed Lohccko. seized a little Japanese 
by the collar, nml throwing his rifle

This most 
beautiful fabric contain* the priceless art 
treasures of the Countco* Montalbo, a 
French lady, who married Mr. Bowes, of 
ltaby (.'asfclo. All (these beautiful pic¬ 
tures and art curios, of untold wealth, 
were collected as a hobby by the Coun¬ 
tess, who Then designed ithds building for 
their reception. Unfortunately, she died 
before it* completion, but her widower 
immiticeirtly carried out her wishes, and 
the building, being commuted, was placed 
in the lutmls of trustees, who uiow h*«id 
It for the benefit of tlie public, who are 
admitted every day until dusk to view 
these splendid galleries, the result or n 
wealthy lady's hobby. 

At the other extreme of the scale, an 
old man, living in a humble cottage in 
Lancashire, u man close upon 100 years 
of age, will show you, with as much 
pride as the ofi-ner of the Rowe* Museum 
just mentioned might have had regarding 
her hobby, the result of the hobby of his 
old age. It take* the form, strange- ••> 
say, of a coffin! When about 80 years 
• d gag tins old Mbv, dorittag a hrtMy 
to |niss the time, conceived die klea of 
making Ids wn coffin, and he set to 
«ork< Hobbies are certainly lienKh-in- 
ducing recreation*. for they help, ns lias 
been said. CO disperse worry. and worry 
i* the gientcst destroyer of he.p’li. It 
was so in this case, for hi* ho'di.' stiauge 
as it was. helped to gave his life. At any 
rate, he is stili living, and that is noafly 
■Xa ci ty yi-trs ago. and the coffin, which 
he made and polished with his •r.vu 
hands, >*:unds like a piece of finuitii:*-* 
iu his bedroom, and hu» pastime n»w Is 
merely dusting it «ixl showing it to his 
friends. 

To construct ft>r a 1 lobby a huge globe 
of stone, and mark it like the school 
globe*, shoving the various continents 
and sens of the earth, would hardly U* 
very intending to anyone but the rider 
of the hobby himself. But when, to 
carry out his idea still further, he place* 
the globe on the brink of a sea-mashed 
cliff, where it is poised in n roost striking 
fashion, and then places behind It large 
slabs, with inscription* cut upon them 
giving an imnienw amount of gengraph!- 
cal nhd nstrnnonikttl information, the 
hobbyist is not only delighting himself, 
but aWmeting the attention of. others to 
his favorite subject. - Possibly he is edu- 
cntfiug many a stranger, ami giving them 
a taste fVvr the sublime study of the 
heaven* and the earth. This is what n 
gentknnan ha* done nt Swange for a 
bobby, anti no one visiting this gr-.-at 
globe and reading the inscriptions on 
the rock* behind it can fail to be inter¬ 
ested and iuipreased.

The members of the Liberal Party, resident in the City of 
Victoria, in.

In this connection we desire to ac¬ 
knowledge and commend the diligent, intelligent and successful 
maimer in which Senator Templeman and Mr. George Riley have 
represented us at Ottawa. 

3. We endorse and approve the action of the Government 
in permtiting the use of Fish Traps along the shores of Vancou¬ 
ver Island, whereby the exploitation of oir fisheries can be prose¬ 
cuted with greater advantage than under the system formerly in 
vogue, and Canadian fishermen can take Canadian salmon which 
wonld otherwise be caught ilk traps in adjacent United States 
waters. We also heartily commend the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment to establish additional hatcheries on a more extensive scale 
than hitherto, thus contributing to the further preservation of 
one of the most important industries of the Province. 

) 4. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Government in connection, with the National Transcontinental 
Railway, whereby immigration will be stimulated, interprovincial 
trade be increased and another link be established in the ohain 
of Imperial Federation and Imperial defence. As British Co¬ 
lumbians. we are especially interested in thi3 great undertaking, 
because it will certainly lead tc the development of a very large 
area in the Province possessing greet agricultural, mineral and 
timber resources. We endorse and approve of the provisions in 
the railway legislation in this regard whereby the principle of 
Government Ownership is adopetd and ultimate Government Own¬ 
ership of the whole line is ensured. We pledge ourselves to 
use every means in our power to secure the construction of this 
railway to a point on Vancouver Island, having direct rail con¬ 
nection with the City of Victoria and to obtain terminal rates 
and facilities for this City. 

5. We pledge ourselves to every possible effort to secure the 
early establishment of railway communication between the City 
of Victoria and the Western and Northern parts of Vancouver 
Island, and also of direct railway connection between this city 
and the mining districts of Tale and Kootenay. 

0. We endorse and approve the action of the Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada in advancing the Capitation Tax on Chinese 
entering the Province, first from $50 to $100 and again from $100 
to $500, a total increase under the Liberal Administration of 
$450 per head. 

7. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Liberal Government of Canada in constituting the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners for Canada, a Court of Record with ampls 
powers to enforce the law and to secure the carrying out of the 
decrees of the Court, and with plenary jurisdiction over all Can¬ 
adian Railways both in regard to the protection of employees 
and the travelling public and in regard to the fixing and regula¬ 
tion of tolls and charges.. Already thp Board has rendered im¬ 
portant public service, and Its establishment has reflected most 
favorably upon the wisdom of the Administration. 

• m We endorse and commend the policy of the Government 
in liberally subsidizing lines of ocean-going steamers, Whereby 
the increase of Canadian Commerce is greatly promoted, and 
as residents of this city and province we especially commend the 
establishment of the Canad : in-Australian and CanadiAn-Mexican 
Bervioes. We also endorse the policy of the Government in ad¬ 
vertising Canada abroad, thereby promoting immigration to the 
Dominion and we pledge ourselves to urge upon the Government 
the continuation of this work and its extension on a wider scale 
than ever before to British Columbia. 

9. We recognize and applaud the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in granting a bounty to lead manufactured in Canada, 
whereby a very important branch of mining in this Province has 
been revived and remunerative employment has beep given to a 
large number of people. 

10. We commend the policy of ths Government in respect to 
legislation in the interests of labor, including action in regard 
to the establishment of the Labor Bureau, the adoption of the 
Fair Wage principle, the settlement of strikes and lockouts and 
other useful legislation in that direction, and pledge ourselves to 
give our hearty assistance and support to any further /efforts in 
that difpetion. 

* 11. We deolare our firm conviction that the continuation in 
power of Bir Wilfrid Laurier and the Liberal Party affords the 
strongest guarantee that the great period of prosperity, which 
the country has enjoyed in the past eight years will be con¬ 
tinued in the future.

Forty years ago the Japanese went to 
•war with swords, wearing hideous false- 
faces to terrify the foe, ond' beating 
tom-toms. To-day their equipment and 
manoeuvres are the wonder of military 
experts. Their infantry is said by one 
authority to be the best in the world, 
liow this astonishing transformation has 
been wrought in little more than a gener¬ 
ation is an oft-told ffile, but it never loses 
interest for those whose sympathies ure 
with tfce little brown islanders. A recent 
issue of the London Times contained an 
interesting account of two or three inci¬ 
dents which-bore directly on the awaken¬ 
ing of Japhd. and told the story of how 
the Japanese became acquainted with 
the artillery which they are now nsfnij 
with such deadly effect. 

The Ten Feudal Chieftains. 

It is a comnlon mistake to attribute 
to those European officers, ami chiefly 
to Lieut.-General Meckel, who begun to 
build the modern Japanese fighting 
machine 20 yenrs ago, nil the credit for 
the marvellous development of the army. 
Several years lnrfore this date the foun¬ 
dations had been laid, and by the Jap¬ 
anese themselves.

There is another suggestion which 
would enable four solar system to ooft- 
tlnue Its operations without either suf¬ 
fering an instantaneous conflagration or 
being can su Wed by slow combustion, and 


this is that the sun and the various 
bodies which revolve around it constitute* 
an electric dynamo and an incandescent 
lamp on such a sea he as could lie design¬ 
ed and created by combined omniscience 
and omnipotence, to go on its beneficent 
course forever. Such n notion meets onfcy 
the contempt of science, which insists np- 
oo the existence of actual fire in the sun*, 
that must sooner or later burn itself out 
to complete extinguishment. Until, how¬ 
ever, astronomers like Prof. Langley 
shall make a flying machine without bal¬ 
loon attachment' that will enable human 
beings to fly, their vagaries concerning 
the playing out of the sun may well bw 
neglected by til except full-fledged scien¬ 
tists.—New Orleans Picayune. ^ 


THEORIES ABOUT THE BUN. 

No Immediate Danger That It Will Burn

sun and the planets are that the sun was 
once vastly hotter than it fc now, and 
that for a luug period it has been slowly 
but steadily cooling off.
